Dive back into your gym routine 
with fun, new weekday workouts

Let’s get physical! 

OK, so you blew off the gym this summer. Now 
is the time to get back into the groove of work- 
ing out. That way, you’ll be more committed to an 
exercise routine this winter. How else are you sup- 
posed to drop the pounds you packed on at that 
Thanksgiving feast? 

“There’s always excuses in the summer,” said Hal- 
ey Stone, group fitness program director at Cheetah 
Gym. “We see a recommitment in the fall.” 

While some people are blowing off summer sweat pro- 
grams, the fact is, not many people in general are working 
out, according to an analysis of survey findings published 
in October issue of the American Journal of Preventative 
Medicine. The analysis found that among adults 20 and 
older, only 5 percent reported some vigorous physical ac- 
tivity on any given day The data was culled from 80,000 
Americans between 2003 and 2008. 

What gives? One possible explanation could be that 
people are just tired of the same old exercise routine. 

To lose weight or meet fitness goals, sometimes you 
need to switch up the workout, Stone said. “People kind 
of gravitate to what they’re comfortable with, but being 
comfortable with your workout doesn’t really challenge 
your body after a certain period of time,” she said. 

Brent Holten, owner of i.d. gym in Lincoln Park, said, 
“People get bored and stop coming to the gym because 
they’re tired of same old thing. So we’re always looking for 
the next thing. What’s the next thing people are excited 
about?” 

Several Chicago gyms are offering fun, new classes that 
incorporate everything from ballet moves to football drills 
to recess games to help jump-start gym rats— lapsed or 
otherwise. 

RedEye found five must-try workout classes to whip 
you into shape and get you excited about exercising again. 
These workouts match up with what

“The 
weather’s getting colder, let’s get inside and 
do something where I can still be on a bike.” 
Shape-up sidenote: In December, the gym 
offers Cycle Your Ass Off classes, which 
combine spinning with targeted butt and 
thigh work.

Sweat-pectation: “They get a knowledge of what football players go 
through for practice before the season,” instructor James Everhart 
said. “It’s sort of like a football setting where I’m the coach and I have a 
whistle.” 

Shape-up sidenote: The gym also has a 45-minute kangoo class, which 
builds muscle mass and gets the heart rate pumping by jumping. But 
there’s not so much impact to the joints, spine and knees, thanks to a 
springy rubber sports boot (6:15 p.m. Wednesdays, 11:30 a.m. Saturdays).

Gyms can be intimidating, but people 
can let their guards down at clubs, she 
said.

Herring, who lived across the alley from the Pe- 
ters’ home, was charged Monday in an unrelated 
shooting in June in addition to the fatal shooting 
of Flisk and Peters. 


Fatal fall at Soldier Field remains a mystery

Stuart Haverty seemed to be 
having the time of his life. 

About to finish a tool- 
making apprenticeship at a 
company that had employed 
him since high school and al- 
ready living in his own home 
at age 23, the ambitious, af- 
fable young man was thrilled 
to be invited to a Bears game for the first time by 
his boss, Bruce Glass. 

Along with four other employees from Fox Tool 
and Manufacturing in Woodstock, they had head- 
ed out to Soldier Field early on Sunday tailgating in

the parking lot before the Bears-Eagles game and 
feasting on grilled steak. 

“We were cheering and having a great time and 
high-fiving everyone around us and each other at 
all the good plays,” said Glass, who sat with Haver- 
ty during the first half of the game in the southwest 
corner of the stadium. “Stuart was enjoying the 
success of the Bears immensely” 

That made it all the more puzzling for Glass 
when, just before halftime, Haverty said he was 
going to the bathroom and never returned. The 
puzzlement only deepened when, after waiting for 
Haverty for 90 minutes after the game, the group 
sought out security and learned what had hap- 
pened. 


Just before 5 p.m. Sunday Haverty fell about 
35 feet from the colonnade level on the west side 
of the stadium, said Luca Serra, a spokesman for 
SMG, which runs the stadium for the Chicago 
Park District. 

Haverty, who grew up in Woodstock but had 
been living in Harvard, was pronounced dead a 
short time later at Northwestern Memorial Hos- 
pital. 

How and why he fell remains a mystery The 
Cook County medical examiner’s office ruled the 
death accidental Monday Chicago police con- 
tinue to investigate, though Officer Veejay Zala, 
a department spokesman, said late Monday that 
Haverty’s death “seems to be a tragic accident.”

Six U.S. troops died Monday when a 
gunman in an Afghan Border Police 
uniform fired on NATO-led service mem- 
bers, the Pentagon said. 





Leaders condemn leaks 


U.S. allies slammed the leaking of hun- 
dreds of thousands of U.S. diplomatic pa- 
pers Monday or said they would have no 
effect on relations, while one of Washing- 
ton’s loudest critics mocked them. 

Iranian President Mahmoud Ahmadine- 
jad compared the release to “psychological 
warfare and a propaganda game.” 

“These games will not affect relations,” 
he said at a news conference in Tehran, 
calling the documents “valueless.” 

But a former top Israeli diplomat said 
that in fact the documents show Arab na- 
tions share Israel’s concerns about Iran. 

“It’s unfortunate that Israel’s assess- 
ments on Iran were not taken more seri- 
ously” said Dore Gold, a former top Israeli 
diplomat. “Certainly I think ironically, 
Arab states and Israel had a very similar 


WIKILEAKS DETAILS 

The full set of documents includes 
251,288 cables sent by American dip- 
lomats between the end of 1966 and 
February 2010, WikiLeaks said in a state- 
ment announcing the release. Of those, 
8,017 originated from the office of the 
secretary of state, and more than 15,600 
are classified as secret, WikiLeaks said. 



view— both saw Iran as the primary threat 
to the Middle East region.” 

Gold said the leaks could ramp up ten- 
sion between two of the region’s strongest 
powers, Saudi Arabia and Iran, who have 
an antagonistic relationship. 

The British Foreign Office, for its part, 
Monday condemned any release of classi- 
fied documents. 


“They can damage national security are 
not in the national interest and, as the U.S. 
[has] said, may put lives at risk,” the office 
said in a statement. 

Headlines around the globe described 
the possible impact of the latest WikiLe- 
aks release. 

“Documents That Shook the World,” 
said one Turkish newspaper. Another 
Turkish paper referred to the documents 
as “The September n of Diplomacy” 

Major topics in the documents include 
pressure from U.S. allies in the Middle 
East for decisive action to neutralize Iran’s 
nuclear program, conversations about 
military action against al-Qaida militants 
in Yemen and Washington’s efforts to have 
highly enriched uranium removed from a 
Pakistani research reactor.

Upcoming stretch could determine team’s playoff fate

While the Soldier Field crowd erupted to the 
video board broadcast of Matt Bryant’s 47-yard 
field goal that lifted the Falcons over the Pack- 
ers before Sunday’s Bears game, Lovie Smith said 
someone had to inform him of the news in the 
locker room. 

“They told me Green Bay lost before we 
played,” Smith said Monday afternoon at Halas 
Hall. “But we were just kind of concentrating on 
Philly, if you believe that.” 

Given the significance, it would be more be- 
lievable if Smith had said he was glued to a TV 
underneath the stadium. When the Bears did 
their part to gain sole possession of first place in 
the NFC North, it surely led some fans to start 
checking airfare prices to Dallas for the first 
weekend in February. 

The Bears are 8-3, a game behind the Falcons 
(9-2) for the best record in the NFC. 


The road ahead still is treacherous. The Li- 
ons are 2-3 at home and two of the losses were 
by three points. The Bears then host the Patriots 
(9-2), travel to face the Vikings (4-7), host the Jets 
(9-2) and close the season at Green Bay 

“Do we talk about home field for the playoffs?” 
Smith said. “We talk about winning every game 
each week. We talk about winning our division. 
We have the same goals each year. We realize the 
landscape right now This late in the season, you 
need to pay attention to that a little bit.” 

Here is what is certain: The Bears control their 
own destiny in the division. If they win out, they 
will be NFC North champs for the third time 
under Smith.

All three South Divi- 
sion teams have a better NFC record than the 
Bears, and that would be the first tiebreaker used. 








Bulls off road, 
on right track 

Twelve days, four 
wins and countless 
sets of eyes opened. 

Not bad for an 
early-season road 
trip that usu- 
ally relegates the 
Bulls to walking 
dead status. For a 
change, this year’s 
Bulls resemble Jack 
Bauer— constantly 
stuck in impossible 
situations, yet for 
the most part they 
emerge unscathed. 

Here are the deficits they successfully 
erased during the “circus” trip: 

» Eight points in the fourth quarter 
against Houston; 

» 12 points in the third quarter against 
Dallas; 

» 23 points against Phoenix; 

» 1 6 points against Sacramento. 

Of course, the fact the Bulls have had to 
pull off so many nerve-wracking escapes 
means they are prone to unsettling displays. 

“We’re not a 48 -minute team,” Joakim 
Noah told reporters after the victory in Sac- 
ramento, in which the Bulls outscored the 
Kings 27-9 in the fourth quarter. 

Noah’s implication, projected five months 
into the future, is that incomplete efforts 
won’t suffice come playoff time. But if there’s 
a plus to the Bulls developing bad habits now, 
it’s that they can kick them sooner. 

In the post-Jordan era, the Bulls could be 
expected to slip in the standings this time 
of year. Not this season. Good teams don’t 
get knocked out of first place just because 
they’re sleeping in hotels for two weeks. 

They understand that there are no excuses 
when you know you’re going to play the same 
number of road games as everyone else, and 
that it makes no difference how they fall on 
the schedule. 

Even this early, when the Bulls can ap- 
proach every game with playoff intensity 
(are you taking notes, LeBron and Co.?), it’s 
no surprise when C.J. Watson notches 33 
points subbing for Derrick Rose, or when 
Taj Gibson rips down 18 boards while Carlos 
Boozer’s injury heals. 

This team’s resilience is why a buzzer-beat- 
er by Carmelo Anthony (hmmm, there’s that 
name again) is about all that kept the Bulls 
from going 5-2 on the trip. 

And not to sound too giddy, but if the 
Bulls are this impressive now, how dangerous 
will they be when Boozer returns? 

Chicago anxiously awaits the answer. The 
rest of the NBA? Not so much.

Anyone trying to guess when Carlos Boozer will make his Bulls 
debut should focus on dates— and not necessarily Monday’s. 

That’s when Boozer completed his first contact practice, 
eight weeks and two days after he fractured the fifth metacar- 
pal on his right hand Oct. 2.

When “Top Chef All-Stars” 

debuts on Bravo on Wednesday, 

there’s no question whom we’ll be rooting for: Chicago cheftestant Dale 
Levitski. A runner-up on the show’s third season, Levitski didn’t hesitate 
for a second when the producers called him at Sprout, the Linco n ar 
restaurant at which he’s executive chef. “It’s really a you-don’t-say-no , 
situation. I mean, why the hell not? I had so much fon the first time, 
he says. On the heels of Sprout’s first anniversary and recent 25-seat 
expansion, we chatted with Levitski about where he’ll be watch- 
ing the show, what he’d change if he were a producer and why you 
won’t see him sporting a mohawk this time.

Why “All-Stars” is different: “{Your first season,} 
you go in with, like, this first-grade kind of sense 
of wonder. It was like the first day of school. 
You’re meeting people from all over the country 
that you don’t know But now going into All-Stars, 
we all know each other or know of each other, so I 
think the mind frame of the competition is much, 
much different. It’s easier because you know the 
system, but there’s no way to prepare for any 
challenge. This time, you’re much more prone to 
second-guess yourself. It’s more of a mind game 
this time than a physical cooking game.” 

On his hawk-less hairstyle: “No, no mohawk {this 
season}. I shaved it off and grew my hair back. I’m 
37, 1 really don’t have any right to have a mohawk. 

I think the first time, it was fun and I think mo- 
hawks have run their cycle.” 

Where hell be watching the show: At Sprout’s 
next-door neighbor, Small Bar (1415 W. Fullerton 
Ave.). “I have to work, but I’d like everyone to 
come in for a pre-show dinner {at Sprout} and 
hop on over to Small Bar and we’ll all watch it. 

It’s always nerve-wracking to watch the show, but 
watching it with supporters is an amazing thing.” 


If he were a producer: “{For 
the finale,} they’re like, ‘Make 
the best meal of your life in two 
hours.’ Well, at the level that all of 
us cook, you cannot do that. You can 
make great dishes, but when Bravo had 
“Project Runway” they would give them 
three to six months to come up with their 
collection. ... If you really want to see us at 
our best, give us a budget, let us cost it out 
and really cook in our own style. The finale is 
just another challenge with higher stakes.” 


On not getting a Michelin star: “We will get one 
next year; we were right on the bubble. They actu- 
ally kind of like stood us up at prom, I feel like. 
They were asking for my contact information if 
they needed to call me and that kind of stuff. ... We 
were fairly convinced we had a star. But I think it 
would be a little over-presumptuous to feel that we 
deserved one after only being open for one year. So 
we’re going to work for getting one next year.” 


On how to tell him apart from Dale Talde, the Sea- 
son 6 cheftestant known for dropping F-bombs: 

“I think it’ll be very apparent.”

What’s coming soon at Sprout 


1. Brunch in late February. “I think I’m kind of known for brunch. I opened the en- 
tire Orange conglomerate, I was the first one to concept it, so I’m going to blow some 
brunch away,” Levitski said. 


2. A chefs table. “We have 
this little tiny room in the back 
that’s next to the kitchen, so 
we’re going to put a big hole in 
the wall where you can [see] 
into the kitchen.” 


3. Tasting menu early next year. 

“We’re going to be doing kind of like 
the old-school 10-, 12-, 15-course tast- 
ing menus that you buy for like eight 
people or less.” 


4. Sprout in book form? “We re go- 
ing to have a [book] proposal done by 
the end of the year and then shop it 
around to publishers. ... Getting a book 
done takes about a year, year and a 
half. So if we really haul ass, maybe next 
Christmas you’ll have a Sprout cookbook.” 


5. And more. “There’s probably three other things that I can’t really publicly release right now that 
we’re really excited about. I’ll just say, watch what happens.”
